Tai;')  bibliography  has  been  prepared  in  response 
to  AID  Work  Assignment  No.  47.  It  is  based  on 
Soviet  and  Soviet-bloc  open-source  materials 
available  at  the  Aerospace  Information  Division 
and  the  Library  of  Congress  and  covers  the  peri¬ 
od  from  January  1960  through  December  1962.  In¬ 
formation  not  directly  related  to  the  assigned  sub¬ 
ject  has  been  included  because  of  its  broad  impli¬ 
cations  for  study  in  this  field.  Titles  of  Soviet 
monographs  are  given  in  transliterated  form, 
followed  by  the  English  translation.  Library  of 
Congress  call  numbers  are  included  at  the  end  of 
an  entry  when  the  item  is  cataloged  and  available 
in  the  collections  of  the  Library.  Translations 
available  from  the  Joint  Publications  Research 
Service  are  also  indicated. 
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Since  the  278  entries  have  been  arranged  alphabet¬ 
ically  by  first  author  only,  an  author  index  has  been 
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on  page  30 
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
